Of the funds as ailaMc lo the Defense Intelligence Agency, the Committee directs that 
S500.000 be applied to the STARGATE program and that the current 10 billets remain 
assigned to the program. The Committee requests that funds be app.ied roughly equa;!y to 
foreign assessment, research and operational viewing. The Committee is concerned that 
Congressional direction in the past regarding the solicitation of users across the NTIP and 
DoD and development of joint programs with the Russians and Chinese has only been 
sporadically pursued. The Committee remains perplexed bj the obvious reluctance of

for example, that liaison activities by program personnel and the personnel of similar 
programs in other rations should be pursued and does not accept the excuse that this 
somehow compromises US intelligence activities. The Committee itso believes that ihc time 
has come for a re-evaluation of the classification of the existence of this effort as well as the 
results that have been obtained over time. If the DIA has difficult) It. ling the biilets that 
have been set aside for this activity by DIA personnel, consideration should be given to using 
them for liaison purposes v. ith appropriate user organizations. Tnus. the Committee wisr.es 
renewed effort on the par. of DIA to pursue the following worV schedule in FY 95:
